Snowdon, the highest and also the 
finest mountain in Wales, is 3,570 feet 
above the sea level. As viewed from 
Pont-y-Garth, the scenery is one of mag¬ 
nificent grandeur, and the surrounding peaks 
and ridges are hardly less majestic than 
Snowdon itself.

Rising to a height of 
3,010 feet, this three-headed mountain is one of the most 
remarkable in the Snowdon range.
